Lornor, . 18.—The royal yacht Alberta, 
with Queen Victoria on board, collided at 6 
o'clock this evening. while crossing from Osborne 
to Gosport, with the vacht Mistletoe, belooging 
to J. S. Heywood, of Manchester, who with 4 
party of friends were op a pleasure 
cruise. The sailors on the Mis letoe were 
in the act of dippng their flag 
in honor of the Queen, when a cry was raised 
that the rova! yacht was running down the Mis- 
tletoe. Great excitement ensued, and efforts 
were made to avoid a collision. but it was too 
late, The Mistletoe was struck on the starboard 
side, abreast of the mainmast. Tne Alberta rode 
completely over her, losing her own bow- 
svrit and cutwater. It is impossible to describe 
the scene on board the vessel. The Queen wit- 
nessed the collision fromthe deck of the Al- 
berta. She was deeply agitated, wringing ber 
baods aod in dreadful suspense.. Every effort 
is said to have been made to save the party on 
the Mistletoe, which was rapidiy sinking. 
Several of the rescued were severely in- 
jared. The damage to the Mistletoe was 
so serious that she sank in a few 
minutes, carrying with her a lady and the mate. 
It bemg impossible to render furtber aid, the 
Aiberta proceeded on her way to Gosport, but 
bad scarcely reached Clarence Yard when Stokes, 
the Master of the Mistietoe, died. Heywood, 
who was seriously injured, was carried to the 
bouse of the Admiral at Portsmouth. 

The following report of the accident appears 
in the Court Circular this evening : 

** When the Alberta was croesing the Solent, 
with the Queen and Royal partv on board, a sail- 
ing yacht ran under the Alberta, which struck 
her, aad she went down ma few momeats. The 
Queen, though terribly shocked, gave orders 
that every effort should be made to save the per- 
sons on board, but it is to be feared 
that two have been lost, besides those who were 
mijured. Her Majesty’spoke to Miss Peel, the 
lady who was saved, and made constant inquiries 
after the wounded. On reaching -Gosport she 
gave orders to Admiral Elliott o spare no efforis 
on behalf of the suffere:s, and to pay every at- 
teation to their wants.” 

A ROTTEN VESSEL FROM AMERICA—THE OREW RE-

The ceremony was opeved with a prayer and a 
short sermon, to which the Emperor devoutly 
listened. his silvered bead humblv uncov- 
ered. Then followed a chorus, with full musical 
accompan:iment, consisting Of a characteristic, 
descnptive Hermann cantata, composed for the 
occasion. After the music Came an address by 
Privy Coansellor Preuss. of Detmola; cannon 
were fired and the full military band stationed 
around the monument intoned the grand hymo 
“Glory to God in the Highest,” in whieh 
thousands of spectators enthusiastically joined. 

Counseilor Lueders, of Hanover, then spoke 
of the deep significance of the present celebra- 
tion, not forgetting the manifold difficulties 
which bad surrounded thiswork. He mentioned, 
not without emotiou, that the sculptor had 
sacrificed his fortune aud nearly spent his life- 
time to accomplish bis «rand task, but that he 
had lived to old age to see his work crowned 
and himself to receive the merited honors, 

It was an affecting moment when, after this 

bh was finished, the Emperor sent his 
Chamberlain to bring Baudel before him. With 
bowed head and tottering steps the old man of 
75 years ascended the tr.bune. 

The Emperor advancedtoward him, grasved 
him by both banda, and bela them firmly in his 
for over a minute, amid the wiidest applause of 
the assembled muititude. Baddai was over- 
come with emotion, and sunk upon a chair, 
sarrounded by Princes sud Princesses. Again 
the Emperor approacbed bim, and, holding him

THE CHOLERA SCOURGE. 
Levant Heraid, July 21, 

It is just ten years ago that the cholera in- 
vaded Constantinople and swept off thousands 
of its inuabitants. When this occurred the 
Christian population cried aloud to the Govern- 
ment to close the yawning sewer that poisons the 
Valley of Kassim Pasha, and to take measures 
for insuring a supply of wholesome water. Aod 
the Government promised it should be done. 
Six years later, on the fragrant banks of the 
Kassim Pasba sewer, cholera broke out again 
infected ali the suburbs round about. 
There was also great suffering because no 
wholesome water could be obtained. An- 
other outcry was raised, and the Govern- 
ment was again implored to cover in the 
pestilential sewer, and to form a plan for giving 
this city water enough to keep it sweet and 
healthy. and to farnish residents witn whole- 
some drink. And the Goverument beid out hopes 
again that all this should be done. The cholera 
is again at our door; God forbid that it should 
pass the threshold. But should such a calamity 
be in store, who will venture to say that it has 
not been invited? The Kassim Pasha ditch ex- 
hales poison just as it did in 1865; it is not cov- 
ered in; and if it were, there is no water to flush 
it with. Neither has anything been done to 
amend the water supply for household use. The 
lower classes are constrained to live iu their old 
filth, and to be content with the fetid fluid 
scooped up from foul welle for all their bouse- 
hold requirements. It is all the rich can do to 
get whoiesome waver, aud even they can obtain 
it only in scantsupply. This condition of affairs 
is one that bas a claim upon the attention of 
the Government. Letit be hoped that tan- 
tiuople may escape the calamity foreshadowed 
by our remarks; but it would be mere folly to 
shut our eyes to the fact that we are threatened 
with it. According to the latest accounts the 
cholera seems to be on the increase at Antioch 
and Damascus. At Damascus from the fifth to 
the 12th of July, inclusive, there were 1,118 
cases, 506 of which proved fatal. The worst day 
was the 12th, when there were 190 cases and 107 
deaths. At Antioch, from the 6th to the II th. there 
were 115 cases and sixty-six deaths, The largest 
number of cases was on the 11th, when there were

In spite of ail obstacles, 
what appeared achimera thirty years ago has 
now become a reality. Assisted by 
wealthy friends and occasional public 
subscriptions, Herr von Bandel completed the 
figure about two months ago. This gigantic 
status, which was unveiled on Monday, is of 
embossed copper. and has been wrought by the 
hand of the man whose brain created it. His 
whole life has been consumed in this one ob- 
ject. When he bad done modeling—no small 
task in the case of figure with hands 5 feet 
long—be took to the hammer and forge, and 
literally formed the immense surface with bis 
own nuaided strength. A good deal of it was 
done at the foot of the hill whereon it stands, 
the sculptor having built himself a forge and a 
but close to his chosen locality.

The Commission appointed to vindicate the 
Interior Department in particular and all In- 
dian Agents in general have departed from 
the line contemplated in their appointment. 
They have actually discovered something 
which sustains Prof. Mansn's charges. They 
found that the fine, fat steers which the con- 
tractors returned at 1,000 and 1,200 pounds 
each shrink badly under the process of in- 
vestigation, and pan out at the rate of 200 
and 300 pounds. The way they arrived at 
this conclusion was ingenious, and shows 
that there is a disposition to expose frauds. 
They measured the hides of slaughtered ani- 
mals furnished at the Agency, and easily 
ascertained that undersized cattle had been 
charged up at oversized weights. They also 
discovered that the contractors had put 
inferior qualities of sugar, coffee, and to- 
bacco, and that the army in the same region 
is supplied with beef of a better quality and 
at a lower rate than the Indian Bureau. Now, 
will the Commission please keep right on and 
tell why and wherefore these things are ? 


NULLIFYING THE AMENDED TAX-LAW. 
The Attorney-General of this State has 
just given an opinion to the State Board of 
Equalization which promises to be a rich 
harvest for the legal profession. If the State 
Board shall act on it, it is safe to say there 
will be at least 5,000 suits instituted, and at 
the end the State will lose the double tax it 
seeks to get. The facts leading up to this 
amendment may be thus stated : 

The State Revenue law of 1872 provided 
that, in addition to the tax on all the tangible 
property real and personal—of every indi- 
vidual and corporation in the State, the State 
Board should have the exclusive authority to 
assess and value, for taxation, the capital 
stock, credits, and franchises of all corpora- 
tions of ali companies created under the laws 
of this State. For their government in 
making this assessment the Board was 
authorized to make rules and regulations, 
which rules were to have the same force as 
law. Under this act the State Board has, 
since the date of the law, assessed and 
valued for taxation the capital stock of 
railroads and other corporations upon the 


following plan :

take a back seat. ‘Instead of grumbling, St. 
Louis has cause to be thankful that she is 
within ten hours’ ride of a truly great metrop- 
olis.

The company would therefore be taxed 
first upon its actual property, and second 
upon the excess in value of its capital stock 
and debts over and above its property, paying 
tax in all upon $200,000. The Supreme 
Court of Illinois, upon appeal, affirmed the 
legality of this monstrous mode of assess- 
ment, holding that it was lawful to add the 
indebtedness to the value of the stock, on the 
assumption that the debt represented prop- 
erty. 

This law, as it was enacted in 1872, and as 
it stood until July 1, 1875, included all 
corporations (except banks, which were pro- 
vided for otherwise) created under general 
and special laws of this State. Its oppressive 
workings may be illustrated by taking the 
case of a firm of five persons doing business 
under the name of Jonzs & Co., and a corpo- 
ration consisting of five persons doing the 
same business under the title of the Surrn 
Manufacturing Company. Assuming that 
each had $100,000 cash invested in buildings, 
machinery, and materials, and that each owed 
$50,000, the assessments of the two concerns 
for taxation would thus compare:

Here is a case, and it is a common one, 
where the corporation owning and holding 
precisely the same amount of property asa 
private firm engaged in the same business is 
taxed thereon five times the amount that it 
would have been taxed had it not been doing 
business under a corporate name. The result 
of this discrimination against corporations 
was disastrous. It made a combination of 
capital for the purpose of engaging in manu- 
factures or in any other productive industry 
a crime to be punished by excessive taxation. 
This was the more extraordinary because in 
this State an act of incorporation creates no 
monopoly, and gives no privileges not equal- 
ly open to any person who will accept them. 
The whole value of a charter is a mere matter 
of bookkeéping, in which the interests of the 
owners are easily held and transferred, and 
the death of a partner does not terminate the 
partnership. There was such an earnest and 
general protest from all parts of the State 
that the last Legislature amended the Reve- 
nue law by adding to the section authorizing 
the State Board to assess the capital stock, 


poses, or for the printing or for the publishing of 
newspapers, or for the improving and breeding of 
stock, the assessment shall be so made that such com- 
panies and associations so organized shali only be das- 
erased as individuais under like circumata nes would be 
assessed, and no more, and such companies and associ- 
ations shall be allowed the same deduction as are al 
lowed to individuals, (Laws of 1875, p. 88.) 

The meaning and intent of this section are 
self-evident. It was intended to direct the 
State Board in assessing corporations or- 
ganized for manufacturing purposes that 
they should be assessed just as if they were 
private firms or individuals. They were to 
be assessed as individuals, not on their capi- 
tal stock, or franchise, or debts, but upon the 
value of the actual property held by them, 
and “no more.” The proviso was thoroughly 
understood in both Houses of the

To 
avoid such a result, the Attorney-General has 
written a corkscrew opinion declaring that an 
amendment made by the last Legislature 
does not change the law in any respect! He 
says: 

The amendment in question simply declares, with a 
greater emphasis, the principle before contained in the 
law, and which is equally applicable to all classes of 
property, viz. : that there shall be no unfavorable dis- 
crimination against such corporations in the assess- 
ment of their property for taxatlon. Neither the iet- 
ter nor the spirit of the amendment deprives the 
Board of the power to include the value of the fran- 
clises of such corporations {a your assessments, The 
State requires every person owning or using a fran- 
chise granted by any law of this State to list the same 
for taxation at ite value, in addition to his other prop- 
erty (Revenue Statutes, page 864, Sec. 34), It may be 


| very difficult in many instances to find the value of 


franchises granted by the State, either to persons or 
corporations, Nevertheless, the law has imposed the 
duty on your Board, and by the amended act under 
consideration the Legislature has seen fit to expressly 
enjom upon you that in the exercise of such power 
you are not to discriminate against such companies or 
associations, but to assess them at the same rates as 
individuais would be assessed who appear to own 
property and franchises of equal value, It is perhaps 
unnecessary to add that the principle of this amend- 
ment lies at the foundation of our Revenue laws, and 
is equality applicable to and should govern your ac- 
tions in the aksessment of all classes of property, re- 
gardless of the question of ownership. 

This is precisely the opinion which the 
State Board wanted to enable them to nullify 
the amended law made last winter. It may 
not be out of place to ask, if the Attorney- 
General be right in his interpretation of the 
law, what was the necessity for the law of 
last session? And whether the delegations of 
manufacturers who visited Springfield and 
procured its passage understood it as merely 
‘‘emphasizing” the odious double taxation 
system they were seeking to have modified ? 
Of course, as we have said, this legal advice, 
if followed by the State Board, will lead to 
innumerable suits; no corporation will pay 
the iniquitous tax except upon legal compul- 
sion. 

The United States Courts have already en- 
joined the collection of the capital stock tax 
on the railroad corporations; all other cor- 


ers will also appeal to the same Courts; and 
so plain is the proposed violation of the 
amended law that we have no question that 
the State Courts will in like manner arrest 
the collection of such tax, if the same be 


attempted, 


THE INSURRECTION IN TURKEY. 
The disturbance which broke out only a 


few weeks ago between the Herzegovinians 
and their masters, the Turks, has risen to 
the dimensions of a great and spreading in- 
surrection with marvelous rapidity. From 
this little province of 250,000 people rising 
against oppressive taxation, the insurrection 
has spread into the Province of Croatia on 
the north and Bosnia on the east. Beyond 
these provinces lie Servia, Wallachia, Bal- 
garia, and Moldavia, already partially free, 
and to the south of Herzegovina is the quasi- 
neutral Province of Montenegro, all these 
provinces being in active sympathy with 
Herzegovina, and hating the Turks with the 
most violent hatred, growing out not only of 
oppressive taxation, but also of race, lan. 
guage, manners, traditions, and religion. 
There is every prospect, therefore, that the 
insurrection of Herzegovina will speedily be- 
come the insurrection of the northern 
provinces of Turkey in Europe, and if it 
does, this means the loss of those provinces 
to Turkey, and the establishment of a new 
Slavonic nation, and if not that, their ab- 
sorption by Austria and Russia. 

In view of the gigantic dimensions which 
this war is likely to assume, a brief historical 
sketch of the relations of Turkey to those 
provinces will be of interest. In the seven- 
teenth century, war broke out between the 
Turks under Monammep IV. and Lrorotp I. 
of Austria, in the course of which the vic- 
torious Turks pushed their way to the very 
walls of Vienna and laid siege to the city. 
The Germans on the one hand, however, and 
the Poles on the other, under the lead of 
Caarurs of Lorraine and Prince Sopresxr, 
crushed the Turkish army and raised the 
siege. Germany, Poland, Russia, and Vene- 
tia combined against the Turks. Insurrec- 
tions broke out in all quarters. Disaster fol- 
lowed disaster, and at last Hungary and 
Transylvania were wrested from them and 
they were forced back beyond the limits of 
the present Austrian Empire. They made 
their stand upon the River Save and the Car- 
pathian Mountains, the northern boundary- 
line of Turkey in Europe, and there they have 
since maintained themselves. Herzegovina it- 
self, where the present trouble originated, orig- 
inally belonged to Croatia. In the fourteenth 
century, it was ceded to Bosnia, and was 
wrested from the latter by Frepenicx IIL of 
Germany, who disposed of it to one of his 
family as an independent Duchy. In the 
fifteenth century, the Turks gained posses- 
sion of it by conquest, and at last they were 
confirmed in its possession by the treaty of 
Ourlowitz, which followed the disasters to 
the Turkish arms of which we have spoken 
above. 

The causes of the present revolt are two in 
number,—the one direct, the other indirect. 
The direct cause is oppressive taxation; the 
indirect cause is the general one of difference 
in race and religion; and the insurrection 
which commenced in one province from a 
local cause bids fair to develop into a general 
insurrection of all the Slavonic provinces 
upon the other cause of race and religion

The 
country is divided east and west by the great 
Balkan range of mountains. The population 
north thereof numbers more than two-thirds 
of the whole, or perhaps 11,000,000, and of 
these not more than 1,000,000 are Turks. 
The population south of the Balkans is pretty 
evenly divided into the three nationalities of 
Greeks, Slavonians, and Turks, occupying 
the territory formerly known as Thessaly, 
Macedonia, and Thrace. | 

The territory north of the Balkan range 
which sympathize with the present revolt 
are divided into the following States and 
provinces, with the estimated population 


Of whom more than nine millions are 
Christiangof the Greek faith, and one million 
Catholics, and one hundred thousand Jews. 
The territory embraced in the above contains 
about 140,000 square miles. 

What are the prospects of the insurrection- 
ists? As we have already said, Croatia and 
Bosnia have joined Herzegovina before the 
Turks could crush out the revolt in the latter 
province, This gives a population of 3,400,- 
000 in active revolt, and the revolt has al- 
ready commenced with victories almost as 
rapidly following each other as those which 
attended the late German invasion of France. 
At the very outset the Austrian Government, 
which is not a disinterested spectator of this 
insurrection, notified the Turks they must 
crush it out at once, which now looks like a 
condition of interference. The Turks made 
an effort to crush it before it could spread, 
but they failed. They were defeated with 
great loss in two or three engagements, and 
already Croatia and Bosnia have taken part. 
This is not all. The Prince of the quasi-in- 
dependent province of Montenegro has al- 
ready announced that he cannot control his 
subjects sufficiently to ioaintain neutrality, 
while Servia already has an army of observa- 
tion in the field, and both these provinces 
are in active sympathy with Herzegovina. 
Meanwhile the Austrian province of Dalmatia, 
lying along the Adriatic to the west of 
Croatia and Herzegovina, is contributing both 
money and means without any notice of it 
being taken by Austria. The other prov- 
inces to the east have yet shown no open 
signs of going into the conflict, but as they are 
already partially free and hate Moslem rule, 
and as neither Austria nor Russia would 
probably offer any objection, any day may 
see them entering into the war also. An- 
other very suggestive feature of the 
conflict is the bearing of Austria 
towards Turkey. There has long been an 
estrangement between the two Powers, and 
there is the best of feeling between the prov- 
inces in revolt and Austria, —so strong a feel. 
ing, in fact, that it is stated on good authority 
they would not object to being absorbed by 
Anstria, who would thus compensate herself 
for her losses in Italy, which in turn might 
involve the interminable and complicated 
Eastern Question as between Austria and 
Russia. It is byno means certain, therefore, 
that the little Herzegovinian revolt against 
paying taxes to the Sultan may not develop 
into a great war of races and religions, and 
that very speedily. In anyevent, the freedom 
of these provinces or their annexation to 
Austria would be a consummation in the in- 
terests of civilization and stable government. 
All Christendom will hope for the success of 
the revolution ‘and the liberation of the 
people from the Turkish despotism.

A few 
figures will show how remarkable his discov- 
ery is. The 40,000,000 people in the United 
States may be roughly classed as 20,000,000 
of rural and 20,000,000 of urban popuiation. 

None of the workers among the former have 
lost employment. The farming classes have 
had plenty of work and steadily prospered. 

The 2,000,000 of whom Bort writes must 
have been drawn from the cities and towns. 

But these 2,000,000 active workers represent, 

according to the average calculated from the 
census of 1870, five times as many persons. 

The two million have eight million depend- 
ent upon them, so that financial mismanage- 
ment at Washington has rendered 10,000,000 
people dependent on charity for a living! 

This is just half of the whole urban popula- 

tion! And this, be it remembered, is in ad- 
dition to the persons who were out of work 
before the panic of 1873. Really, if this 
thing goes on much longer, a dweller in 
a city who does any work whatever will 
be a curiosity. Barnum will engage him and 
the ten, twenty, forty million Americans out 
of work will go to the circus—admission, five 
pounds of 3.65 scrip bonds—to see the mar- 
vel. The fact of the case is, that the number 
of persons in the country who are not capable 
of work, want work, and can get nothing to 
do, in consequence of the panic of 1873, num- 
ber nearer 200,000 than 250,000, and is cer- 
tainly not above the latter figure. They are 
kept out of work, not by lack of currency, 
but by lack of a market. The currency is 
over-abundant. Many millions of it are seck- 
ing remunerative investmentin vain, Any 
reputable manufacturer can borrow all tlie 
working capital he really needs. He does not 
borrow, and so does not employ more hands 
than he needs, simply because he could not 
sel] the extra goodg their labor would produce.

How long 
would it be before the whole currency of the 
country would be of the value of hay, straw, 
and saw-dust? Every laborer who has money 
in the savings-bank or in his pocket, would 
see its value melt away into thin air. 

A chattering magpie could talk better sense 
than Moses. If such a birl, DANIEL. Parr, 
anda few lively lunatics from the nearest 
asylum, could be secured as orators for the 
Convention, the selection would be recog- 
nized as the most fitting possible. The an- 
nouncement that ex-Senator Carpenter, of 
Wisconsin, will speak in behalf of this wild, 
Communistic scheme is of course unauthor- 
ized.

ANTIQUE AMERICANS. 

A victorious race usually feels a very slight 
interest in the genealogy of its victims. It is 
not probable that the Spartans investigated 
the ancestry of the Helots. The defeat and 
destruction of the successive populations of 
America has thus aided in the creation of the 
mystery that hangs over the primitive races. 
It is known that civilization retrograded here, 
step by step, until the European explorers 
found the strange new, world that yet was: 
ver young” inhabited by mere barbarians. 
One of the world’s puzzles is the original seit- 
tlement of America. Vorramz's suggesticn 
for its solution was that when God was ma k- 
ing flies in America, He might as well have 
made men, too. The repetition of this bit 
of flippant wit during the session of 
the recent American Congress” at Nancy, 
in Lorraine, nearly cost that learned body 
the support of the Catholic clergy of France. 
This Congress attracted far more attention 
abroad than it did here. Its debates and 
decisions were of great value. It destroyed 
rather than constructed, and left its hall 
littered with the remains of romances. é 

The theory of the Phoenician discovery of 
America was the first discussed. The Digh- 
ton Rock” of Massachusetts, which has been 
supposed to bear a Phonician inscription, 
was dismissed with the statement, quoted 
from Francis Parxman, that the characters 
graven on the rock merely tell the story 
of a fight between two Indian tribes. An- 
other curiously-inscribed stone, found near 
St. Louis, has imprints like those in the 
temples of Karnak, in Egypt. This rock, 
however, was but a featherweight in the 
minds of the scientists. They registered a 
verdict of not proven” on the Phoenician 
claim, and came near saying something much 
more decided. 

The story of Fu-Sang, which CHanuzs 
G Lewanp has just elaborated with so much 
care, fared nobetter. Buddhism was relieved 
from the charge of having inspired the re- 
ligion of ancient Mexico. The zoology and 
botany of the fabled land of Fu-Sang were 
showr to be wholly different from these fea- 
tures of the Pacific coast, and the fifth-cen- 
tury mission of the Buddhist monks of Samar- 
cand to America was bowed away as a mere 
romance. 

The Norse theory received more respect. 
The Icelanders really landed on the (then) 
vine-clad coast of New England. In the 
twelfth century Bishop Eric preached in 
some American town in behalf of the Crusades. 
His colony forwarded skins as a contribution 
to partly defray the expenses of one of the 
expeditions. In 1107, Mr. and Mrs. Axon, 
Icelanders, were living somewhere in what is 
now Massachusetts and Connecticut, and had 
a son born to them. From this son the great 
sculptor, THORWALDSEN, was descended. 

Some queer scattering theories were 
broached. One savant had a little map with 
a careful and of course perfectly accurate 
sketch of the route of the ten lost tribes” 
across Asia and into America.

In 1874, the value 
of the capital stock and debt (60 per cent) 
was put down at $1,080,000, and that of the 
tangible property (60 per cent) at $1,136,264. 
At that time the Company had nominal stock 
to the amount of $6,500,000, and owed $11,- 
000,000. This whole debt and capital stock 
have now been ‘extinguished, and the tangi- 
ble property lone remains, yet, according 
to the State Bc ard, $17,500,000 of taxable 
property has b een removed from the State. 
The proportios: of the proceeds of the sale of 
the road (its f all value) to the debt is about 
7 cents on the dollar; that is what the cred- 
itors will rece ive; and yet the State Board 
has been add.ing the value of that debt and 
of the capita | stock to the value of the prop- 
arty, and tar ing them as something having a 
value for tay.able purposes!

THE ILLINOIS KU-KLUX. 
Special Disvatch to The Chia Tribune, 


Sprinorrexp, III., Aug. 18.—There are but few 
facts in addition to those sent from here last 
nigut regarding the affairs in Franklin County. 
W. W. Barr, the State’s Attorney of Franklin 
County, arrived here to-day and had «a confer- 
ence with the Governor, the purpose of which 
seemed to be to ascertain if there were any 
statutes in force which would adequately puvish 
the men engaged in murder snd maltreating the 
citizevs of Frauklin County. The intimidations 
consis! in making men pav imaginary debts and 
all sorts of such apnoyances. An exam- 
ination of the statutes concerning riot, intim- 
idatious, and conspiracy was made, but neither 
of these furnish adequate punishment, There 
is no statute against wearing a mask, aod, alto- 
gether, the exceptional case of Ku-Klux in IIli- 
nois seems not to have been thought of by the 
Legislature, and is, therefore, unprovided for. 
Ihe Governor has not fully made up bis mind as 
to what course he will pursue,and what addi- 
“tional steps he will take to wipe out the stain 
upon the honor of the State occasioned by the 
continued existence and depredations of these 
bands of cutthroats and outlaws, but his 
intention is believed to be to send 
the authorities ana the brave men 
who have determined to rid the country of 
the scoundrels every and all kinds of assist- 
ance needed to accomplish thatend. Mr. Barr 
informed your correspondent that the people of 
his county will not put up with the outrages 
longer. The outlaws are known, and will be 
pursued and arrested, and punished so far as the 
law will permit; and that, if this is done, and it 
shall happen that. any good citizen shall here- 
after be wavlaid aad shot for any part he 
may have taken in the prosecution, he believes 
is would be useless to talk of lav, 
and that the good people of the county would 


the suspected parties. This is the end of it, for 
such is the temper of the people. Another one 
of the men wounded at Maddox's house has been 
found and arrested, aod proves to be Maj. 
Green M. Cantrell, a gallant soldier of the late 
War, having served in the One Hundred and 
Teath Illinois Regiment. He is very respectably 
connected ia that county. He is severely 
wounded, but will recover. The others wound- 
ed are expected to be overtaken to-day. The 
Sheriff, in command of a company of wilitia, is 
scouriug che county to-day. The rank aad file 
of his company are the best men in the county. 
The Sheriff said, when he understood the mat- 
ter, that he would lead if the good men would 
follow, but he would vot go with a lot of scala- 
wags who would run off and leave bim in the 
lurch when the tug of warcame. The result is 
that the best men in the county are enlisted for 
the war.

DuQvorn, III., Aug. 18.— The latest news from 
the seat of war in Franklin County was brought 
in by a back-driver who arrived here from Ben- 
ton this afternoon. Two arrests have been made 
since the fight of night before last. The names 
of the parties arrested are Green Cantrell and 
Aaron Neil. Both men live in Fraoklin County, 
ia the vicinity of Benton, Suspicion was first 
aroused, which led to the arrest of Cantrell, by 
parties going to and from his hodse carrying ice, 
and by seeing the doctor visit bis residence. 
These facts were made koown to some of 
the officials, who, upon entering his house, 
found Cantrell in bed seriousiy if not mortally 
wounded. The wounds, no doubt, are the fruits 
of bis last encounter with the Sberiff and his 
party. The other mau, Neil, is rather an tnim- 
portant member of the Ku-Klux band. Cantrell 
is supposed to be an active Ku-Klux, and a mem- 
ber of some importance. His arrest was the 
cause of great excitement, as no one ever sus- 
pected him of being connected with these white- 
robed gentismen. Great excitement still pre- 
valle in and around Benton. Tbe Sheriff ie still 
in close pursuit of the remainder of the band, 
avd hopes are entertained that he will succeed 
in capturing and bringing them all to justice.

A 
young man named Flanigan, Clerk of the Cir- 
cum Court, was secreted further down the lave, 
and eeeiung the Ku-Kiux coming iu his direc- 
tion, jumped out into the road to stop them. 
The leader fired at him, and Flanigan ;eturned 
the ory the bali grazing the leaders head, Fer 
a few minutes the firing was rapid, but che Ku- 
Kinx, being mounted, succeeded in escaping, 
with the exception of one man, who toppled off 
his horse wounded, aod was made to halt as he 
was crawling into the hedge. 

On taking off bis Jieguise, he was found to be 
a young man named John Duckworth, a bired 
hand on a veighboriog farm. He was wounded 
im the neck, the side, and one of his arms. 

Ihe posse followed the retreating party of 
vigilantes. Two men were seen to fall trom 
their saddles, but were picked up and replaced 
by their com anions before the pursnere could 
reach them. Portions of the disguises were 
picked up on the roadside, stained with biood. 
A mask was picked up, comoletely saturated 
with gore, as if the wearer had been repeatedly 
shot in the face. The search wes. kept up for 
hours witoout catching any of the marauders. 

Duckworth, the capiured Ku-Klux, at fret re- 
fused to give any information concerning his 
comrades. When be was told, however, that be 
could not live over a few hours, he gave im and 
told all ne knew. He did not know names of 
all the band, only the few who helped bim into 
the gang before he was initiated. The names of 
these are however known, and warrants have 
been sworn out for their arrest. Mr. Barr left 
as Dackworth was beginoing bis confession. 

An indignation meeting of the citizens of 
Franklin was held at Benton daring the dav, aud 
resolutious adopted denouncing the outrage, and 
declaring an intention to upbold the law. A 
company of fifty scouts was organized, permis- 
sion to do so baving been granted by Gov. Bever- 
ige, who issued to taem a quota of arms. The 
scouts were divided isto squads, and warrants 
placed in their hands to search all suspected 
places for uniforms and dis: uises, and arrest the 
parties implivated. itis the determination of 
the best citizens of the county to suppress all 
further mauifestations of Ku-iKlaxism in their 


midst. , 


CAPTUPE OF HIGHWAYMEN, 
St. Louis Globe Democrat. 

Murpsysporo, III., Aug. 17.—On Thursday 
evening last the Sheriff of this county, J. B. 
Kimball, with the aid of the City Marsha! of this 
place, arrested two desperadoes, who have with- 
in the last two weeks, in the vicinity of Ava. on 
the line of the Cairo 4 St. Louis Narrow-Gange 
Railroad, in this county, committed five or six of 
the most daring aud bold bighway robberies that 
have ever been committed in the State. 

The circumstances of the arrest are about 
these: On Tuesday evening last, just after the 
rain-storm at this place, a man residing a short 
distance out in the country very quietly and con- 
fidentially informed the Sheriff that he had seen 
some very suspicious-looking characters com- 
ing into town in the midst of 
the raio-storm, and immediately upon 
this information the Sheriff turned 
detective, and also pot his very efficient and gen- 
tlemanity deputy, William Bradley, Jr., at work. 
In the course of the night the whereabouts of 
the two suspicious meu were ascertained bevond 
a doubt, and to the entire satisfaction of the 
Shrriff and his denuty. Immediately after this 
the Sheriff dispatched Deputy Bradley to the vi- 
cinity where the robberies had been committed for 
descriptions of the robbers. In the meaotime 
the Sherif, unsuspected by anv person, kept an 
eye contioualiv upon their hiding place both day 
and night until a telegram from Deputy Bradley 
to the Sheriff announced that they were the 
rigut men, and in twenty minutes from ‘the 
reception of the dispatch the hieghwaymen 
were in the clutches of Kimball and 
Boucher. Their names are Montgomery 
Btevens and William Flood. Stevens was 
found to be wounded in both arms by 
pistol or gun shots. His statement as to how he 
received the wounds was as follows: On the 
Monday night previous to his arrest, about 
twenty men, most of them beavily masked and 
armed with double-barreled shot-guns and pis- 
tols, came to his house and called him up from 
hie bed. They inqmred the wav to a neighbor's 
house about 3 miles distant, but they could not 
understand his direction very distinctly, owing 
to the great distance they were from the house, 
and. in order that he might be better heard, he 
went out in the vard a few steps. Several men 
who been concealed near by rushed upon 
him and told him to come along with them. He 
asked for his clothes, but they would not per- 
mit him to have anything but his pants. He 
esked for his shoes and hat, but they replied that 
be would not veed them, started 
with bum through a corufleld. Wheo about fifty 
yards from his house be made a sudden lunge 
and escaped from custody, aod they commenced 
firing at him. shots took effect io his 
arm. After his escape he went to William 
Flood's residence, and hired bim to come wi:h 
him to this place, wuere he might secretly con- 
ceal bimself until be could recover sufticientiy 
to make good his escape from the mob that had 


sought his life. His statement as to the shoot- 


ing, I presume, is true, because he was con<id- 
ered a bad and daogerous man in the com- 


munity. 

Both of the prisoners have served a term ino 
the Penitentiary, and I may add that, on Satur- 
day evening, the Sheriff arrested a man by the 
name of Boington Ditch, who «esides in the 
town of Ava, and is supposed to belong to the 
gang of. robbers that 
couotry. Sheiff Kimball 
credit for his promptuess and 
bringing these outlaws to justice.

Additional Particulars of the 
Disaster on the St. Louis 
& Northern Railway. 


The Old Story of a Rotten Bridge and 
Heedless Officials, 


Two Persons Killed and Several 
Injured by the Pere Mar- 
quette Collision, 


Tke Bottom Falling Out of the City of 
Wilkesbarre, Pa. 


A Dwelling-House with Its Outbuild- 
ings Goes Down in the 
Coal Mine. 


Narrow Escape of Some of Its 
Occupants, 


RAILROAD DISASTERS. 


IN MISSOURI. 

St. Louis Glode- Democrat. 

St. Joszpn, Mo., Aug. 17.—A Gazelle reporter, 
just in from the scene of to-day's accident on 
the St. Louis, Kansas City & Nortbern Railway, 
brings further particulars of the tragedy. The 
train wrecked was the morning express from St. 
Louis, due in this city at 11 o'clock. It was in 
charge of Coud netor Sanderson, and at the time 
of the accident wes runpiog at the rate of 18 
miles an hear. Upon reaching the treatie- 
bridge that epans Castle Creek, 3 miles 
south of Gower, and 25 miles south of St 
Joseph, the engineer slackencd the train’s speed 
Just before reaching the farther side, the en- 
gineer, hearing the timbers crash. put on a full 
head of steam and let the steam-brakes off. The 
bridge fell almost immediately, the bagsage. 
smoking, and passenger-cars going down, aud 
the engine aod tender just safely landed on the 
further side. The three coaches lav toppled over 
on their sides in the gulch, 20 feet below, 
terribly demolished. 3 

The scene at once became one of fearful ex- 
citemeot. The screams of the wounded and 
terrified passengers were heart rendiag. Those 
who were uninjured set themselves speedily to 
work rescuiog the less fort nate. The engineer 
started for Gower aud summoned assistance, 
and telegrapbed to St. Joseph for physicians 
and aid. Dr. H. P. Sanders, of Gower, was ai 
the scene of the accident by noon, and did al! 
in his power to alleviate the sufferings of the 
wounded. 

The farmers residing in the vicinity of the ac- 
cident turned out wi.b their families en masse, 
and contributed largely towards mitigating the 
paiuful condition of the sufferers. At 2 o'clock 
a special tram arrived from St. Joseph, Drs. 
Malin, Smith, and Barnes. and medical supplies 
subsequently. An inquest was held upon the re- 
mains of Anglinn by Squire F. Beck, of Platts- 
burg. aud a verdict of accidenta! death was ren- 
dered. It seems that Aughon endeavored to 
leap from tho car window when be saw the 
bridge give way, but became entangled in some 
Way, aud was crushed and mangled frightfuily, 
death ensuing almost immediately. Capt. W. II. 
B. Warren, who has since died from the effects 
of bis injuries, was seated in the ladies passen- 
ger coach at the time of the accident. He was 
thrown vio'ently: forward agamst ode of the 
seats, receiving two frightful contusions and 
gas hes on each side of the bead, below aud back 
of the ears, each gash measuring 4 inches. He 
did not regain cousciousness after the accident. 
A rather singular fact is that no one 
of the maoy children on the train wre 
injured. Gen. Penick, of this city, See- 
ing the pazsenger-car falling, seized two 
of Mayor Hosea’s litie children under bis arms, 
and leaped up as high toward the roof of the car 
as he could, thus breaking considerably the 
shock of the fall. The special train returned to 
St. Joe at 6 o'clock, bringing the dead and 
wounded to this city, where they were taken to 
the Pacific House, and now are. There is bat 
one expladation of the accident: the bridge 
was rotten. The Gazelle reporter states that he 
found, upon examination, that the cross-tios 
dovetailed together with the spikes bad rotted 
comp!etely a«ay, and therefore the accident was 
inevitable, so far as the bridge was concerned. 
The people hving along the line of the bragon 
say that other bridges are io the same condition, 
aud there see ws to be an earnest determination 
pow to have the responsible parties, to whom 
cult abi ity is attached in this serious matter. 
bronght to justice. The accident has cast 
deep gloom over this city. Capt. Warren was a 
mau uuiversally known and beioved. 


IN MIC4IGAN. 
Detroit Free P esa, Aud. 17. 

A frightful accident occurred on the Flint & 
Pere Marquette Railroad, about 1 mile north of 
Flint, at 5 o'clock Monday morning, which re- 
vulted im the death of one man and the injury of 
five others, one of whom will probably die. The 
facts are as follows: About 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing as the regular traid for Otter Lake (which is 
made up at Flint) was steaming out of tue city, 
when about a mile north and running at the 
usual rate of speed she was met by the engive 
Sanford Keeler, which had been ordered from 
Saginaw to Wayne for the purpose of meeting 
an exou'sion train bound north, the engine hav- 
ing ordera to run through but to avoid regular 
trains. The Otter Lake train war a regular train, 
which left Flint at 6 a. m. on Monday morvings 
ouly. The engine bound south was apg 
it ia claimed, at the rate of neariy’a mile 
a minute when the collision took place, 
the latter engive being into a thousaod 
fragments and thrown bottom side up iu a ditch 
at the right of the track.

A FOOLHARDY EXPLOIT THAT COST THREE 
MEN THEIR LIVES. 


and Heury Martin were drowned on Sunday 
moroing, Just in the outskirts of the city the 
Passaic River tumbles over a dam 10 feet or 
more, and then, after rushing over huge, rough 
masses of blue rock, throws itself over a preci- 
pice 90 feet in height. Facing this water- 
fall, aud scarcely 30 feet distant from it, 
is an abrupt wall, equaling the cataract in 
height, and forming a firm barrier, against which 
the river buris itself in its fall. The imprisoned 
waters Can escape from the chasm into which 
they have been trapped only by turning sharply 
from the base of the bluff and rushing away 
through à narrow defile to che plains. The 
sche is 80 gran thatthe people of Paterson 
bave conveited the surrounding acres ioto a 
pleasure park, and have spaoned the narrow gulf 
into which the waters leap with a light bridge. 
Around this bridge, when the waters are bigh 
aud the river is strong, clouds of spray arise so 
dense as to bide from any one standing upon it 
the depth cf the gulf Lelow. 

Above the dam tere are moored a half-dozen 
light skiffs owned by the workmen living close 
by, who use them to fish from in the miil-pond, 
fox ordinarily there is no water pouring over tae 
dam, and no carrent whatever in the pond. All 
toe surplus water in such times is carried away 
through a large siuice, and the rocky bed iving 
between the dam and the falls is so dry that 
cuildreo can cross from ove grassy shore to the 
other, aud can play atouod tue huge masses of 
stone waose tops can scarcely be seen in flood 
season. The rains of the past week have tied 
the river, aud over the top of the dam the wa- 
ters pour 8 feet in depth with wonderful force. 
Above the dam the surface is stiil,glassy,and un- 
biogen, Dat the cu.rent is révistivos danger- 
ous, more dangerous for being unseen. 

Ou Sunday moraing James Giogan went with 
his companions to borrow a neighvor’s boat for 
a row oa the river. The owner, Oswald Biake- 
' ley, waroed them that the river was high and the 
current strong,—** so strong,“ said be, that 
do not dare to go out mvseif.” That may be 
o,“ replied Grogan, stietchiog out bis brawny 
acm vo full leogth—an arm which, by its strength 
aud verve, made him Captain of tue Cricket 
Ciiwo—** but why saculd such a fine fellow aa | 
be Krad to go on the water? I am young and. 
nut do be compared wita you.” Tue oars and 
the key tounloca the boat were given to hia, 
and b. went to the river with his companions, 
Hortow aod Martin jumped into the boat wulle 
it was till chammed to the shore, and Grogaa 
stood ow the bank with the oarsin his . 
urging a friend who passed by to join in 
the excursion. The friend refused, and Grogan, 
crying out Cappel is afraid to mek his life this 
morning,” threw the oars into the boat, and 
without waiting for them to be placed in the 
row-locka, leaped into the skiff aud pushed out 
into the stream. Taey were only 40 feet from 
the brink af the dam, and below the dam were 
the hieh-rusbiog rapids, and just beyond them 
the awful chasm. 

The three men in the boat felt that their little 
craft «as in the power of the river, and there 
was no time for them to attempt the use of the 
oars. They looted at the shove and saw that it 
was beyond their reach; they shouted loudly 
for heip, but the few friends who heard them 
could only look idly on: they tried to turn the 
course of tae boat with the rudder, but they 
gave only her broadside to the stream and were 
more than before powerless to hold her from 
the gulf on whose brnak they were. Not ten 
secouds bad elapsed since Grogan stood upon 
the bank, ani now he stood ali prepared the 
prow of tae boat to jump into tae current 
and st:ike out for life. As the litle ski shot 
rapidly on close.to the dam's fall, he pluuged 
into the water, aod Marto and Horton followed 
mim. They passed over the dam, and used ail 
eudeavors to reach a bit of stone wall running 
out from its base into the stream. Martin and 
Horton failed entirely, but Grogau came so near 
to success that be stretched ous bis arms to grasp 
a projecting stone, when a stroug whicipool 
seized him and dashed him headiong against 
the wail. The blow must have stunned aim, 
for he sana and rose no The two 
others were tossed in the great rush of waters, 
aad were seen only as they we.e thrown at times 
to the sarface of the seething current. They 
grasped at the air with their upraised baods, 
but, if they cried out, the roar of the cataract 
drowned their voices. 

A large number of the pleasure-seckers in the 
park were drawn to the banks bv the shouts of 
those who had seen the boat when first caught 
in the — aud gazed borror-etrickeo upon 
the scene. They scood thus, and saw the two 
men swept over the great precipice; but as they 
recovered and started to rush to the river below 
the falle, they noticed that the boat, which had 
been thrown over the dam, was seized by the 
outer current of a wide whirlpool, carried close 
to the cataract, and thea born back to a quiet 
recess under the trees upon the shore. Al thea 
followed the river for miles down ite course, and 
grappling hooks were tarown out from the shore 
into the waters between the dam and the fall 
where Grogan had disappeared and was gu 
to be, but all search for the bodies was unavail- 


lug.

Why It 1s an Object for Country 
Postmasters to Sell Them. 


Sinzular Provisions ef the Recent Act 
Fixing Percentages. 


The Government Subjected to a Constant 
Loss of Money. 


Chicago Suburban Postmasters Ad- 
monished. 


The last Congress passed some very foolish 
acts. If the autho*s of come of these acts had 
possessed the genius of all the ages, they could 
not have succeeded in incorporating so much 
coosummate novseose within so few lines as is 
contained in some of the acts relating to postal 
matters. One of them, end for a long time con- 
sidéred one of the most flagrant botch of them 
all, was an act placing an exorbitant and unjus- 
tiflable postage-rate on newspaper mail matter. 
But the searlet hue of this wrong pales in the 
light of another clause in the same act, approved 


June 23, 1874, 

REGULATING THE SALARIES OF POSTMASTERS. 
Had it. been drafved with all the adroitnese of a 
cool, calculating robber, it could not have ended 
more effectually in a clear, palpable steal from 
the United States Government. In looking it 
over carefully, in full view of many of the ex- 
amples which s year's trial of it nas glveu rise 
to, the conviction that it was a fraud from the 
beginning seems forced upon ev one. The 
clause referred to is found in Sec. 11 of the act 
amending Secs. 63, 80, 81, 82, 83, 84, aod 56 of 
ao act approved June 8, 1872. For convenience 
let Sec: 81, which reads as follows, be taken as a 
fair example of the whole : 

. That the compensation of the Postmaster 
at New York City shall be $6,000 per annum, and the 
respective compensations of tmasters of the first, 
second, ird classes shall be aunual salaries, as- 
signed in even hundreds of dollars, and „ in 
quarterly payments, to be ascertained and fixed, by 
the Postmaster-General, from their re- pective 57 
ly returns to the Auditor for the Post-UfMice Depart- 
ment, or copies or duplicates thereof, for four quar- 
ters immediately pre eding, the adjustment or read- 
justment, by adding to the whole amount of box rents, 
not exceeding 8 0% per annum, commissions also not 
to exceed $2,000 —4 annum on the other postal revenues 
of the office, at the following rates, namely: On the 
first $100 per quarter, 50 per centum; on all over $100 
and not over $400 per quarter, 40 per centum; on all 
over 800 and not over $2,400 per quarter, 80 per 
centum ; and on allover $2,400 per quarter, 10 per 
centum, And in order to ascertain the amount of the 
postal receipts of each office, the Postmaster-General 
may uire Postmasters to furnish duplicates of their 
quarterly returns to the Auditor at such times and for 
such periods as he may deem necessary in each case: 
Prowmded, That whenever, by reason of the extension 
of free delivery of letters, the box-rents of any post- 
office are di creased, the Postmaster-General may al- 
low, out of the receipts of such office, a sum sufficient 
to maintain the salary thereof at the amount at which 
it had been fixed before the decrease in box rents, 

It will be seen that the highest p ssible salary 
attainable uncer this act is $4,000, with the ex- 
ception of the New York factotum. whose salary 
is fixed by the act at $6,000. And thin salary is 
built up out of the income on box-rents aad per- 
centage on the sales of postage-siamps, 

TAKING THE CHICAGO OFFICE 
„s ap example, the following are the facts: 
Postmaster McArthur is entitled to $2,000 of the 
$10,000 paid ar box-rents, and also to no more 
than $2,0.0 percentage on the sale of stamps, as 
prescribed in the act. During the frst month of 
the year he sells more than sufficient to make up 
bis percentage ot $2,000, and consequentiv he 
cares not how much or how little he may sell 
during the remainder of the year. Though he 
may sell a mil ion dollars’ worth, it will not in- 
crease his salary one cent more than $4,000. 
Taking 

A POSTMASTER IN A SMALL TOWN 

as an example io contradistipction to the Chicago 
chieftain, the following are the facta: He 
may or may not receive as high a sum as $2,000 
for box-rents, but for convenience sake allow 
that be does receive that much. Hu sale of 
stamps is necessarily lim:ted, and as uu increased 
sale increases his salary it is oatural for him to 
look about him for an increased sale. The ber- 
centage which goes to make up his salaiy ie 80 
large that he can sfford to sell them at a consid- 
erable reduction and vet make a large profit. 
The law aliows him 50 per ceat on the first $100. 
If be chooses be may sell this amount of 
stamps at 10 per cent off, aud still be makes 
#40 by the job. He mav do the same thing 
with any larger emount, and continue to make 
movey off every $:00 worth that he selle. Near- 
ly all small country-towo pastmasters are en- 
gaged in some sort of business, very often it 
happens to be a dfug-store. Perhaps the Post- 
master runs short of money, or wishes to make 
his purchases from the wholesale-dealer in town 
at a reduced rate, aud he 

SENDS HIM POSTAGE-STAMPS 
to pay for his goods. Io this event, if he buys 
say $300 worth of goods, he pavs for them just 
what costs him 6180. for he receives 40 per cent, 
or $120, from the sale of the stamps. This is 
but obe of the manifold ways which were adopt- 
ed throughout the States by country Pos mas- 
ters within a week after the act went iuto force. 
The Postmaster-General was not slow to see this 
ee and accordingly, on the ist ef Octover, 
1874, 

AN ORDER WAS PROMULGATED 
making this practice a misdemeauor. subject to 
a punishmeat of immediate removal. But the 
indacemeats were so great that the order ap- 
pears to have bad but little effect. and the viola- 
tion is almost as wide-spread as if no such onder 
bad ever been issued. The couutry has already 
lost an immense revenue in th 8 manner, and the 
loss still goes on unrestricted. In the City of 
New York ic is estimated that at least 100, 000 
business men of various capacities live ia the 
suburbs outside the city. and io al probability at 
least three-fourths, if not à greater proportion 
of them buy their stamps from their couatrv. 
Posimasters. In the neighborbood of all large 
cities there exists a similar state of affairs, Show- 
ing conciusively that the total loss to the Gov- 
eroment can in no way be overestimated. It is 
a contiqual leakage of which it is utverly im- 
possible to make auy close estimate. It can only 
be guessed at, and then only as one might guess 
at tue pember of visible stars in the firmament. 

Tue Post Office Depar:ment has made very 
laudable efforts to stop these practices, and bas 
succeeded in lu a very mild degree, as one 
might reacily expect, owing to the looseness of 
the law. A few mornings ago a telegram from 
Washington ;aavounced that forty-one Post- 
wasters bad been dischareed for these practices, 
but they were in all likelihood some of the 
smallest pilferers. The big thieves seldom get 
caught. 

ONE OF THE GREATTYST OBSTACLES 
in the way of prosecuting these offenders lies 
in the inability of the Specie] Agents to dis- 
crimipate in all the cases which are called to 
their notice. A country Postmaster may be a 
next-door veighbor to u business man doing a 
large business in town, who in his business may 
require a vest number Of stamps. For the sake 
of increasing the ealary of his friend, the mer- 
chant purchases all bis stamps at his country 
residence instead of buyiog them in town. The 
increased revenue of the office over that of 
the previous year or quarter calis the at- 
tention of tbe ial Agent to him, but 
the Agent sees at once that blame 
can attach to the Postmaster. As it 
is exceedinyiy ard to finda Postmaster guilty 
of bad faith in tun "espect, the oumber of re.

EX-SERCEANT CALLAHAN, 
WHY BE WAS DROPPED. 

Among the removals made by Supt. Rehm as 
noticed in yesterday’s Tamnuxz, was that, of 
Sergt. Michael C. Callahan, of the Second Pre- 
cinct, one of the latest appointed Sergeants of 
the Police Board. At the time of his appoint- 
ment, the two most prominent aspirants for the 
position against him were Officers Blettner and 
Tom Simmons, the two men who were appointed 
Sergeants on the same day that be was reauced. 
Ont of these three men, the Board selected 
Callahan for the vacancy, and half promised the 
next vacaucies to his two defeated cuntesiants, 
3 of whom are adaurable officers in say po- 

tion. 


A LITTLE INTERVIEW. 

When Sergt. Callahan vas orticially informed 
yesteiday afternoon uf bis decapitation, he Lead- 
ed direcily for Police Headquarters, where he 
was confronted by Supt. Renm, who greeted him 


very cordia.ly and introduced bim to Marshal 


Duvilep. Callahan asked Supt. Rehm why he 
had reduced bim. and was aoswerel with the 
single .o:d “ivefliciency.” He asked for an 
explanation, and was told that it meant taat his 
piatoon was so demoralized that it was of little 
or no service to the city, 

Callahan remoustrated that this was not s 
fact. but it was all of oo avail ; the flat had al- 
ready gone forth. 

Marshal Dunlap seemed rather pleased with 
Callahan's frankness, and took considerable in- 
terest in the case, promising to look up the 
paiticulars more fully, aud see what could be 
done for him. He accompanied him to tie side- 
walk. and advised him et keep quiet for a day or 
two, until the case had had à thorough bearing. 
All of which it muct be ackvowledged was but 

or consolation for an officer who bad tried and 
— he had succeeded in doing his duty. 
aud bad finally been tarown out with that word 
‘*ineduciency ” tacked on to bis decapitatioa war- 
rant. Callahan tried his utmost all day to 
reconcile himself to Lis position. He had trav- 
eled beat before and was not ashamed to do it 
again, bat to go back reduced iu character and 
rank was a little too mucu for bim, aud by even- 
ing he bad fully made up his mind to consider 
his reduction as an outrage, and according|y ren- 
der up his star under protest. This be will 
doubtiess do to-day. 

ANOTHER REASON.

IN MEMORIAM, 


THE LATE PRESIOENT FINNEY. 
Special DispatcA & 4 he Chicaao iribune 


Oral, O., Aug. 18.—The fuveral services 
of Kx-President Charles J. Finney, who died 
on Monday morving. occurred to-day in the First 
Church, at noon. The stores were closed and 
the uadercurrent of grief was manifested in the 
quiet of the@streets and the cessation of all 
business. ‘be services were held in the church 
at 2 o'clock p. m., and the crowded house indi- 
cated the respect and love for this venerable 
father which filled the entire people. After the 
organ voluntary and the anthem, Come unto 
me all ye that labor,“ Dr. Morgan 
read appropriate selections from the Scriptures, 
and was followed by prayer by Dr. Cos les. The 
Rev. Mr. Avery, of Cleveland, read the nymop, 


‘*Give Me the Wings of Faith.“ after the sing- 
ing of which President Faircmid made a few re- 
marks tofiching upon some of the more im- 
portant acts anu eveuts connected with Mr. Fin- 
ney’s te. He ssid: 

No scene has ever ocourred here for which words 
seem so inadequate as the present occasion, Mr, Fin- 
ney was born in Warren, Litchfeld County, Oonn., 
Aug. 29, 1792, and was at the time of his deata nearly 
83 years old, His education was of the common-school 
type, until late in hfe he attended scaool in New En- 
gland, where be fittea himself for Yale Coliege. At 
tue instance of bis instructor be gave up his pian of 
study and went to Adams, Jefferson County, N. Y., 
where he began the s:ady of law. The frst Bivie he 
owe was one he bought for his law-librury after his 
conversion. He studied theology under Dr. Gale, af- 
terwurds the founder of Galesburg College, III. He 
carried on the work of an Evangelist througa New 
York State for ten years, Visiting in the mean- 
while Philadelphia, New York, Providence, 
Boston, and many ner Eastern cities, 
where Le was blessed with uxtensive revivala, At the 
urgent eo.icitation oi :.:ends he organized a church 
in the Chatham Street Theatre, N:w York City, from 
which centre soven Presbyterian churches sprang into 
being. The Brosdway Tabvervacile was afterwards 
erected, Mr. Finney planning the building himeeif, 
He wrote for the New Tork Frange tat, & paper 
established in the interest of the anti-slavery cause, 
and advocating the principles of the New School of 
theology. 

Mr. Finney came to Oberlin at the urgent re- 
quest of Mr. Arthur Tappan, who had taken 
a deep interest in the young men who 
seceded from Lane Seminary, and he wished 
Mr. Finney to take charge of and educate them. Mr 
Finney’s work at Oveciin is famiiiar to all, He labored 
with veal and vigor for the salvation of men. and has 
closed his labors, dying among tue people whom he 


loved. 
Mi. Finney made a visit to England and Scotland in 


184), visiting Aberdeen, Glasgow. Edinburg, and Lou- 
don, and ten vers after revisited those places with 
very much similar results to those which crowned the 
efforts of Moody, These last years of his life have 
been the fullest ef bies*ing to his friends here, It has 
been a bicasing to see him walk these streets wilh the 
perpetual Venedictiou of bis « heerfuil face, 


the deceased, aud was followed by Dr. Morgan, 
whose touching tribute and eiogueutly sim pie 
praver reached the bearts of all, 

The remains were then viewed by the assem- 
bled treads, alter which the funeral cortege 
moved trom the chureh to Greevwood Cemetery, 
where the remaius were laid in their last restiog- 
piace. ‘The pa.l-bearers were Profs. Eilis, Mead, 
Swith, Berrows, Dascomb, and Hyder.

PENNY-GRABS GRABBED. 


Seizure of a Large Number of Cigars 
at Quincy, III. 
Special Dispatch to The Catcado { ribune, 

Quincy, III., Aug. 18.— Revenue officers in this 
city to-day seized a large number of cigars for 
evasion of the Revenue law. The seizure was 
occasioned by the neglect of the manufacturers 
to comply with the section, which provides that 
tho name of the makers, district, and the State 
shall be burned into the box witha branding 
irou. There is no charge that attempts have 
been made to defraud the Government. On the 
contrary, the tax has been paid, but, instead 
of tbe branding being done as required, 
the boxes have been stamped = with 
wk by the use of a machine. This was an 
evasion of the provisioas of the law, and it be- 
came necessary to stop the practice. For thas 
purpose the Commissiover of Internal Revenue 
ordered all cigars irregularly marked to be 
seized. ibe cigars taken are nearly all of 
Eastern make, Quincy manufacturers pot having 
eogaged in the practice comp!ained of. The 
seizure does not in the last affect the dealers 
who had them on hand, as the makers of the 
goods are aloue responcible for the neghgence. 

An Ingenious Decevotion.
